Don't block the clear road of East Bay prosperity 
with high taxes and big water rates. <LThe East 
Bay cities, with their growing industries, cannot 
continue to rival Los Angeles if water rates and 


taxes are thoughtlessly increased. 


The East Bay District Directors have 
issued a signed statement that taxes 
will not be increased if this mountain 
of debt is incurred. Such unsupported 
statements are the type of clap-trap by 
which the public is fooled into author- 
izing enormous debts. - 
A $39,000,000 debt will more than 
double the investment in our water 
supply. You can't do that without boost- 
ing taxes or paying a higher water rate. 
Why rush into any water project until 
you know the facts? There are at least 
two other sources from which equally 
good, or better, water can be obtained 
at a fraction of the estimated Mokel- 
umne cost 
Nothing in the shape of an engineering 
report has been given to the public be- 
yond the solemn farce of the consulting 
engineers issuing some generalities on 
the water situation after a hurried trip 
over four possible sources of supply. 
The serious problem of an adequate 
water supply for the East Bay district 
cannot be solved in this hasty fashion. 
When San Francisco voted to secure 
a mountain water supply, elaborate re- 
ports with maps, diagrams, carefully 
studied estimates and a detailed review 
of the costs were given to the voters. 
Mr. Freeman's report on the Hetch 
Hetchy is a volume of over 400 pages. 


Professor Hyde's report on a water 
supply for Sacramento contains over 
600 pages. Our Directors have given us 
nothing. Up to within six days of the 
election not even an estimate of cost 
had been made public. 
Wasn't-the $39,000,000 estimate ob- 
tained by subtracting the $25,000,000 
estimated purchase price of the East Bay- 
Water Company property from the $64,- 
000,000 bonding limit of the District? 
The Directors are asking for all the . 
money that can be legally extracted 
from the public, and asking it at a mo- 
ment's notice. 


This bond election is called on the same 
day with a presidential, state and county 
election. To vote a $39,000,000 debt 
under these circumstances—and with- 
out proper information—is too high a 
price to pay for the political salvation 
of the Directors. 
This hasty and ill-considered Mokel- 
umne proposal should be rejected and 
proper time taken to solve this great 
question of our water supply and to 
solve it in a way that will keep the road 
clear for our industrial advance.

which, as we have seen, must con- 
sist of "ascertained truths or facts" 
—is causation; for Science is "tha 
k n o w l e d g e of principles and 
causes," and thus of what is pri- 
mary, ultimate and basic. All reli- 
gions have taught that God Is the 
Ureat First Cause. 
They all say 


wiiat the first line of the Biblt 
.says. 
.But although theology has 


taught as aa article of faith, as 
something that must be believed, 
that God was in the beginning, it 
has not taught this as something 
that must be understood and dem- 


all, or God. But in the New Testa- 
ment we have presented a still 
higher and clearer revelation — a 
revelation of Him by the God- 
anointed, or Christ Jesus. This rev- 
elation enables us to see God as 
"our Father which art in hpnv>n," 
as the all-harmonious 
of all, 


onstrated. "Believe 
and thou 


shalt be saved," has been its dic- 
tum; and this, notwithstanding the 
fact that the Bible and Jesus teach 
that we must know God. On the 
other hand, the sciences have pre- 
cluded, and rightly so, mere belief 
upon this as upon every subject. 
They have recognized that knowl- 
edge of ultimate, of essential being, 
would necessarily lead to the solu- 
tion of all the problems which 
beset us, and thus to true salvation. 
They forgot, however, what really 
is well known to them, that, no 
matter to what minuteness they 
might reduce any mere thing or 
matter, irrespective of how far- 
fetched the name by which they 
christen it; whether they call it an 
atom or an electron—effect, effect 
and still effect, and never cause is 
seen; for, as the Bible says, "canst 
thou by searching [analyzing mere 
things] find out God?" Is there, 
then—even as "the fool hath said 
in his heart ... no God?" Is 
there no primary, no. ultimate Su- 
preme Being: or cause, simply be- 
cause we know not where theology, 
philosophy and the sciences have 
laid HimV Thanks be to God's rev- 
elation of Himself in both the Old 
and New Testaments, and thanks 
be to the resurrection of that reve- 
lation in Christian Science, we do 
know that when we seek God, and 
"seel: him with the whole heart," 
we shall surely find Him, and find 
Him to be "the same yesterday, and 
today and forever"—the God with 
whom all right things and only 
right things are possible. 


But here some one may cry in 


alarm, "Are we to depend for prac- 
tical things, for health, for life it- 
self, upon something so intangible, 
impalpable, as God?"

thinkers 


have believed in a Supreme Being 
or pnwor, but without knowing 
what this Supreme Being is; with- 
out believing that it can be known 
All religions have taught that we 
must believe in God, but to know 
Him. they have looked upon as 1m- 
po^:liic. 
Yet. the 
Bible 
says. 


"They shall all know me [God], 
from the least of them unto the 
greatest 
of them;" 
and 
Jesus 


plainly directed all to know God 
.\"or h.ive the Bible and Jesus left 
us without the moans; but their 
teachings of God's nature have 
been so simple that the erudite 
have either overlooked them or 
not looked upon them as scholarly 
enough. They have looked for God 
in the farthest heights and in the 
lowo.st deeps; jn everything but that 
in which He is. With telescope and 
microscope have they sought Him, 
but failed to find Him. Why? Be- 
cause to see God, as Jesus said, re- 
quires purity: "The pure in heart 
. . . shnll see God." To know God, 
whom Jesus declared to be Spirit. 
and who is infinite, requires one to 
strip one's self of all materiality—• 
to cca.ee believing in a reality apart 
from God. and so to cease believing' 
in the reality of matter. 
No one 


who has enshrined the reality of 
matter in his heart, his thoughts, 
knowledge or affections, can know 
God; for such a on^ cannot as yet 
have reached the point at which he 
cherishes not, loves "not the world, 
neither'the things that are in the 
world"—matter and materiality. 


presence, power, knowledge. Thus', ! Christ and of Truth? Jesus, in 
for 
instance, nothing 
whatever 


could be without being somewhere; 
nothing whatever could be without 
power to produce it, and nothing 
could be without knowledge to 
purpose, plan and project it. The 
very first thing- that we read in the 
Bible is that "in the beginning" 
something was. This something, 
very naturally, was a presence, and 
we are told that it was God. Imme- 
diately, that is, without any me- 
dium or media this presence did 
something; it caused or created the 
heavens and the earth—which pre- 
viously had 
been void, without 


presence or existence—and all that 
they contain. 
This presence, or 


God, is designated by the plural of 
a word which means power. Thus 
a presence which was a plural 
power—a term intended to mean 
all-power 
caused 
or 
created 


everything. Here we have two fac- 
tors without which nothing could 
be or occur, namely, presence and 
power; and these two, which are 
one, were not matter. What, then, 
was this presence winch was, and 
consequently must 
still 
be all 


power? Farther on—ages later— 
we are told in the Bible that this 
same all-presence, all-power, re- 
vealed itself to Moses as "I AM," 
meaning- conscious being or exist- 
ence, and thus Mind; and in Deu- 
teronomy it is stated that "he Lthis 
same presence, power and Mind] is 
thy life." 


Except in so far as the terms 


used to designate God, and the at- 
tributes with which He is accred- 
ited, do so, no attempt is made in 
the Bible to explain the nature of 
the Supreme Being-, This perhaps 
applies particularly 
to the Old 


Testament, which in the main is a 
history of a people to whose seers 
and prophets God had, in some 
measure at least, revealed Himself. 
What has already 
been stated 


shows that to the seeing eye and to 
the hearing- ear, the 
designations 


used for God in the Old Testament 
speak quite clearly of Him as the 
one true presence, the one true 
power, the 
one true conscious- 


things, "all th:ngs 
iawtui 


unto us, because it teaches us to 
to use all things constructively and 
none destructively. 
It teaches us 


that* "of every tree of the garden 
thou mayest ireely eat; but ol the 
tree of the knowledge of good and 
cv:'! [the hdicf of selfish material 
pleasure, satisfaction and gain — 
that is, of the tree of selfishness], 
thou shalt nut eat of it; for in the 
day that thou catest thereof thou 
shall surely die." 


What, then, is Science? 
Only 


what is true or real can be known, 
and only Truth or reality cannot 
cense to be and cannot undergo 
change. 
Everything 
material — 


which means everything accepted 
by the so-called natural sciences — 
being capable of destruction or of 
undergoing change, must be unreal 
and untrue. This does not mean 
that theh\ products are not hu- 
manly useful, and that Christian 
Scientists do not avail themselves 
of such products. .On the contrary, 
they do — tho telephone, the tele- 
graph, the radio, the flying machine 
and so on — and feel grateful for 
them. 
Science, however, is "the 


knowledge 
o t 
principles a n d 


causes" and of "ascertained truths" 
— the knowledge of the 
funda- 


mental, the primary, the ultimate. 
of "true or essential being; and 
such knowledge ths natural eci- 


not be. They are useful arts, and 
in showing that only by courtesy 
can they 
bo looked 
upon fts 


.sciences. Christian Science docs not 
in the least derogate from them. 


What, thun, may be taken to 


mean true knowledge or Sconce? 
Only guch ascertained truth* or 
facts which ar« basic, fundamental 
and constructive, *hlch bias* all 
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speaking of himself as the Christ, 
sa:d, "Before Abraham was, I am," 
and, "I am with you alway, even 
unto the end of the world." This 
very naturally means that Christ 
always existed, always does and al- 
ways will exist. It means Christ 
with us now, here and everywhere 
—his eternality. St. Paul, in speak- 
ing of the Christ, said that he was 
a "priest forever after the order of 
Melchisedec," who was "King of 
righteousness, and after that also 
King of Salem, which is, King of 
peace; 
without 
father, 
without 


mother, without descent, 
having 


neither beginning of days, nor end 
of life; but made like unto the Son 
of God. [who] 
abideth a priest 


continually." Both the Old Testa- 
ment and St. Paul tell us that Abra- 
ham paid'tribute to this Melchis- 
edec, who was the King of right- 
eousness and peace. 


I am sure that, like myself, you 


are able to see that one without hu- 
man father and mother, and with- 
out human descent, who was the 
Son of God, of Mind, of Love, with- 
out beginning or end of days—a 
king, not of any earthly, material 
kingdom, but a King of righteous- 
ness and peace—was not a human 
personality, but the spiritual, alto- 
gether divine, pure, perfect, right 
and true idea of God, and of His 
universe, including man; the divine 
idea of all right, of all well being, 
the Christ, the only saviour; seen 
perhaps dimly, perhaps more or 
less- effulgently 
by Abraham, by 


Moses, by the prophets, and by us, 
present then and now. I am sure 
that you are able to see that it 
was this divine idea 
of being 
which 
came 
to 
Abraham 
at 


even, tide—the even tide of right 
thinking—and that it was to this 
idea to which Abraham paid trib- 


JfAX. 


But Christian Science also shows 


us the true nature of man and o 
the universe in which we live, and 
it is by so doing that it frees us 
from the ills to which the flesh has 
been believed to be the heir. The 
process, like everything in Chris 
tian Science, is very simple, but, in 
order to achieve results, an under 
standing of the subject and an hon- 
est application are required. In an 
earlier part of the lecture it was 
shown that primary existence is 
what the religionist 
calls God 


whom Jesus declared to be Spirit 
thus Mind, and what the non-re- 
Hgionist or rationalist would cal 
essential or immaterial 
conscious 


power, and thus also Mind,—or, a<? 
Matthew Arnold put it, "a power 
that is not ourselves which makes 
for righteousness," But by whatso- 
ever name one or another doctrine 
may designate this power, it is what 
was in the beginning, or, as Mrs 
Eddy 
more 
correctly states it 


(Science and Health, p. 502), it was 
"the only." 
Being primary, this 


power was and is the only Principle 
of existence; being conscious, It was 
and is Mind; and being "the only,' 
everything must be its product, and 
must partake of its every property 
and quality,—a fact which applies 
particularly to its highest product, 
—its conscious expression or mani- 
festation,—man. 
Here, then, we 


have a rationalistic and incontro- 
vertible statement of the first chap- 
ter of Genesis,—that god made all 
that was made; that He made man, 
male and female, in His own image 
and likeness, and that He pro- 
nounced all that He made good, 
very good. It 19 upon this perfectly 
Scriptural and perfectly rational 
basis that Christian Science de- 
clares that the only kind of a man 
there is, Js Like the only kind of a 
God there is, and God being Mind, 
Spirit, Soul, Principle, Life, Truth 
and Love, man is the manifestation 
of the complete good of All, or God.

Nor does Christian Science waste 


time and effort over the theory of 
evolution. For the important thing 
is not how a carnal and carnally 
minded kind of a man came into 
being, but how this kind of a man, 
or mankind, may evolve into a 
healthier, happier, more moral and 
a more Christian man.

How i pry, \eryhappy 
the famous should be1' People who 


j undertake to develop individual- 


I ties, to teach dear, dull, uninterest- 


ing souls how to he a "success" 


f are makirg huge fortunes. 
Their 


classes are crowded with drab, 
3 earning humans tvho just can't 
seem to cut any son of ice in the 
world. 


But -we newspaper people meet 


a lot of famous personages too. 
Celebrities just flock in my city. 
Especially the second-row-of-the- 
chorus variety. A little fame is a. 
dangerous thing 
There ia no one 


quite so bumptiously sumptuous as^ 
a minor celebrity. They ooze su- 
preme hateur and patronizing con- 
descension. 
They stand in awed 


admiration of themselves for hav- 
ing achieved this slight rise out of 
the drab mediocre. And, really, 
they aie more nearly happy than 


j any class of people I know—ra- 


diant self-satisfaction. 


But once in a way one meets 


a big celebrity-—the kind that not 
only commands unsolicted columns 
in the newspapers, but can in- 
spire people to stand out on the 
sidewalk for hours just to get a. 
glimpse of them. 
The kind that 


really is persecuted with fend, and 
riotous attention, the kind that has , 
to lea\e the hall by the back door 
to save themselves being affection- 
ately mobbed to death, by the' 
crowds. 


And it is so Ironical to discover 


what joy these really superior 
world celebiities get out of play- 
ing they are just Nobody. 
Of 


course, they love the fame, too— 
but too much fame is just as crush-, 
ing as debased mediocrity.

rity sneaking out of side doors In 
shabby clothes and riding on street 
cars and deliberately seeking places, 
where he will not be known, and* 
where he would not for anything 
make his presence known.

and the newspapers devoted col- 
umns a. day to his doings, found, 
the most poignantly happy day oC-" 
his visit when he slipped into hisi 
own poor home town and hobnoh- 
bed with crowds of Xobodies who; 
thought he was Xohody, too—and 
really got a line on himself as he 
would be if he had remained No-4 
body.

And he confesses that, devoid of 


his fame, he was a remarkably" 
ordinal y 
A'obody—still 
full 
of 


funny Nobody complexes, nothing 
but that queer thing Fame to mark 
him from his fellows. He said he 
was awed with humility, marvel- ' 
led that he could have deserved 
his fame—and inspired to be really 
worthy of that fame in future." 
Something pitiful about a world 
'hat could make him famous. And' 
le meant it, too. 


Too much fame can do that for 


really fine characteis. But just a 
very little fame can make the rest 
of us drunk—and peculiarly tire- 
some, much cheaper than we ever 
•ncre as tnediocrities. 


But I am afraid all th^s piecep- 


tion wont prevent me becoming 
lamotis if I ever get half a chance., 
And I could never believe that I
